One Western proprietary company utilizes 
large numbers in advertising a certain kind of 
medicine. After indelibly stamping an advertise- 
ment on their backs, the little ‘gators are sent to 


jobbers and druggists. 
Managers of shows and circuses are the princi- 
pal of the la reptiles ; while a profit- 


able. traffic in st.ffed alligators, in hides and in 
leather souvenirs adds largely to the revenue of 
the industry. 

Covering: several acres, the lakes on the farn: 
are divided into a number of compartments for the 
different sized alligators. Th:s is to prevent the 
smaller ones from falling prey to the cannibalistic 
tendencies of the larger. 

A high board fence surrounds the lakes. In 
the summer the alligators are permitted to enjoy 
themselves in the water or on shore at will. 

Rarely does an’ alligator become tame. He 
lies for days sluggish and seemingly docile, but 
the sleepy eyes are ever on the alert to attack the 
keeper when his back is turned. 

During the winter the reptiles hibernate. As 
soon as they become stiff wit . cold, they are placed 
in ventilated wooden boxes and packed away in the 
winter quarters, where they are stored like so much 
merchandise until spring awakens them. 

' ‘Im the alligator “factory” is seen one of the 
chief atractions of the farm—the incubator. Re- 
sembling an ordinary poultry incubator in appear- 
ance, but differing from it in certain technical de- 
= is said to be the only ove of its kind in the 


Here the eggs, which are 
almost two and one-half inches long. are 
trays, forty-five eggs te the tray, and covered with 
straw, which must be moistened daily until the 
young alligators crawl from t > shells. Other than 
this, the incubator ires little attention. 

Released from the shells, the little ‘gators, re- 
sembling lizards, are turned into an inclosure, prac- 
tically to shift for themselves, although they are 
fed twice a day on scraps of beef. 

N@ great expense is attached, to the mainte- 


nance of the farm. The big alligators eat but once 
a week; and then a small dog or a piece of spoiled 
beef of equivalent size, obtained at a trifling cost, 
will satisfy them. 

A ’gator can swallow a dog the size of the aver- 
age fox terrier at one gulp, and be satisfied seven 
days. The alligators eat more frequently, 
according to their size. 

Even if an alligator goes without his meals 
for a month, or two, he doesn’t seem to miss them 
very badly. He can get along, if necessary, six 
months without food, and can endure a thirst pro-
